investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

The "I Am's" always wear a 
small American Flag on their lapel and very fervently swear 
allegiance to the American Flag at all their meetings, all of 
which arouses my suspicions. A passing remark was made by one 
member of this couple and shushed by the other that Hitler was 
a member of their organization. I am inclined to believe this 
as Hitler is a vegetarian and so are the "I Am's", At least theze 
are some possibilities of connections. This couple also took 
particular pride in their thneecyear old son being able to. 
do the Nazi salute. 


Their religious theories are based on the teachings 
of St, Germain mixed and confused with some modern ideas such 
as receiving powers from the cosmic rays. At their meetings 
usually held on Sunday nights men must wear white Linen orivery 
light colored suits and on special occasions pink neckties and 
likewise the women must dress in white, The colors, red and 
black, are prohibited as they do not permit the penetration of 
cosmic rays, Their prayers are called decrees, They forever 
hanmer on the idea of "I Am",- I am the Almighty presence, etc. 
They are the firm believers in the reincarnation of souls and 
the son of Mr. and Mrs, Ballard is supposed to have the s oul 
of George Washington reincarnated in him which appears like 
another patriotic gesture. The members are called upon to 
contribute heavily financially the contributions being called 
"love gifts" for Mr. and Mrs, Ballard who are tobe made 
millionaires, They are not allowed to smoke, drink or dance 


This may all appear insane, but if you delegate one 
of your men to investigate this group as a fervent member he 
would be taught these things and probabby learn much more than 
this letter portrays. I am not positive of the address of their 
meeting place but I recall something like 1135 M Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C, It is a revamped residence and can be readily 
recognized by the bright lighting during their meetings. Their 
headquarters are supposed to be in California. 


Unless this couple sadlysmigintrepeted their diet tis 
teachings you will find the above information true and which in 
my opinion should be investigated, Parading behind a front of 
religion and patriotism they could go far before being discovered. 


» Accept my apology for a long letter but this appeared 
the only manner in which I could make my point clear. This is ali 
the information I have and for certain reasons I do not wish to 
ad isclosé/my identity. I hope I am not accusing this organization 
unjustly whic h would cause you unnecessary investigation, but 
if they are not a fifth. colum organization it certainly is a 
good rackét. The pleasure of investigation is yours. Good luck,

lr. Nicholson advised that he had just received a call from % Me 
sheriff's office at Boulder, Colorado, at which time it, was stated that - 
there aye at least fifteen members of this cult at Boulder. » Among them ' 
are DonsSallard) Mrs. Ballerd's son; David@éyre, and FresG@lifebhardt.\ At seit 
least two of these fifteen individuals have strong German accents. 

These individuals came to Boulder with four trucks, all kinds of equipment 


such as tools, lumber, jacks, tires, quite a storage of oil.and gasoline, kee 

a radio receiving set, and other similar materials. It is not known why - x’ 
these people are at Boulder although they are going to a point about go i” 
fifteen miles up the canyon fron Boulder. Mr. Nicholson stated everything “ 


indicates that these people have property to go into mining operations; how- 
ever, they have about 1,000. rounds of 30-30 caliber ammunition. and some 
45 caliber ammunition. It is not know at the present time how, many rifles 


some other material in a warehouse at Boulder. The warehouseman’ remarked 

to one of them, "Under the present system, I don't know whether you can get 
these tires back then you want them or not". One of the individuals then 
threatened the warehouseman, saying; "We'll get the tires back.if we have to 
use a gun to get then!'. 


the tires there is no violation over which the FBI has jurisdiction and the Cn 
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_ Hr. Nicholson inquired as to whether the Bureau wanted the 
Denver office to act on the basis of the possibility that these individuals 
are aliens in the possession of contraband,. whether the cult members should 
be interviewed or what action should be taken. I pointed out to Mr. Nicholson 
that the Bureau can not act on. any possibility of that kind, that if we are 
going to act we must know that they are aliens. Mr. Nicholson remarked that they 
only know the identity of three of these individuals, that it would be necessary 
to interview the cult members to ascertain their identity. I pointed out to 
Hr. Nicholson that if these individuals are citizens that even though they 
do have ammunition in their possession there’ is nothing we can do about it. 
Ur. Nicholson inquired as to whether there fas something which could be used ° 
as a basis for making some inquiry.. In response to my inquiry, he stated that 
most of these people came out of the Los Angeles area. I told him that checks 
should be made in Los Angeles to find out if these people are aliens and if 
they are aliens the matter should be discussed with the U. S. Attorney. He 
then pointed out that they only have the names of three of these persons and 
it is believed that the son of Mrs. Ballard is a citizen. I pointed out-to Mr. 
Nicholson that he has no basis to make inquiries inasmuch as he has no indica- 
tion that these people are aliens. I suggested to him that under the circum- 
stances he discuss with the U. S. Attorney what information he has to see if the 
’ U.S. Attorney wants to authorize executive search warrants as outlinelin the - 
Bureau bulletin, that if executive search warrants can be obteined then it will 
be-all right for him, Nicholson, to check on these people while serving the 
warrants, that if he finds some of them are aliens in possession of contraband ° 
he can take them into custody under the C.D. program. 


Mr. Nicholson inquired as to whether there was any substantiation 
to the rumor about the so-called sabotage, that is the rumor that these 
people were’ supposed to be controlled by the Communist Party and that they 
Were going to sabotage the transportation systems east and west. I told him 
' that I had seen no confirmation although we had received rumors to that effect. 
lr. Nicholson stated that he was just interested in this rumor in so far as 
handling it as an ordinary case or whether they should even touch it inasmuch 
as the cult is involved. I told Mr. Nicholson that when there is nothing to 
back up a rumor that the people there have started to circulate concerning 
sabotage, there are no grounds on which we can act, and it is not known whether 
these people are aliens. I pointed out to Mr. Nicholson he should not interest 
hinself in the cult, that the only information he should try to obtain is whether 


these individuals are aliens and if so whether they have contraband in their 
possession. 


Mr. Nicholson stated that he will contact the U. S. Attorney and 
if the U..S. Attorney authorizes executive search warrants > the warrants will 
be served and it will be determined if these individuals are aliens; and if 
bey gre aliens Whether they have contraband in their possession. I told Mr. 
icholson that this should bé handled most discreetly and the Bureau should be 
advised of all developnents.

not work for this government." Informant "B" further advised 
that STICKELL was driving 2 1940 Bwick Coupe, 1942 California 
license 73732h, that he had been seen frequently contacting the 
manbers of the "I Ai" Cult and ‘that he had advised that on 
February 9 he was leaving for the North.

With further reference to STICKELL, it is to. be observed from the 
teletype of the San Francisco Office dated February 10, 1942, that 
STICKELL was a member of the Executive Committee of the "Friends 

of New Germany" in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in 1934, and that he had 
in his possession a Wisconsin operator's license in 1936; also, that 
this information was available in the report of Special Agent C. B. 
HOWARD, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, dated January 4, 1941, entitled 
NAYGENS JOHANNES BUERK, ESPIONAGE -'G." A description set out in 
reference teletype was obtained by the San Francisco Field Division

Cult has no stationery with printed letterhead and that the only 
stationery which has been used in the past several months was that 
of the Biltmore Hotel, Los Angeles, where she and irs.

The Denver letter further advised that Mrs. B. 0. MUNDY was also 
interviewed and that sho related substantially the same as Urs.

Hrs DATUSKHYERS* was contacted, and he advised that ho knew nothing « 
concerning the reported bombings of the Pacific Coast and had no 

idea who might have circulated such a rumor. NYERS stated that he 

did hear, ‘however, from some of the members as they arrived in 

Senta Fe that Communists had advised them to leave Californie as ‘

HYERS further stated that the organization now numbers approxi-

Petersburg, Russia, in 1762 and is asserted to have played en 
important part in connection with a conspiracy against Baperor 
PETSR IIT and a plot which placed CATHERING the Second upon 


the Russian throne, 


From the Encyclopedia Americana" the following information 
concerning St. GERMAIN is summarized: Substantially the same 
back ground as set out above from the "Encyclopaedia Britannica" 
is given. It is further stated that FREDERICK the Great, having

Mrs. D. D. FOWLER, who refused to give her first and middle nae, 
1808 24th Avenues North, Seattle, Washington; Telephone East 0042, was 
interviewed by Special " agent FRANCIS E. BRIGHT of the Seattle Field s 
Division and she advised that the organization'of the "I AM Cult in 
Seattle started out as.a patriotic activity. However,.after the govern~ 
ment began investigating them, the members were encouraged to express 
great hatred for the government. and for President ROOSEVELT because of 


Yow investigation. She advised the group began to profess that the 


Antecedent Masters" of which Mag OHALLARD was the only living representative 
were destined to rule in the world’ and that the "Antecedent Masters would 
eventually take over the government of the people of the United States, 
However, she had no indication that the change of the present form of 
government was to take place by force and violence in 1940 prior to the 
Presidential Election of that year.- ‘The group sent out a telegram to all 
its members through the various group. Leaders urging them to vote for WILLKIE. 


Subsequent to this time the organization became more violent in denoune~ 
ing the government for its investigation of them and called down in its 
decrees the wrath of the "I AN presence apes those persons who persecuted 
the organization. 


In describing the methods in which these decrees were handled, Mrs. 
BALLARD advised thet the various groups would gather in the room and, under 
the. leadership of a group leader repeat over and over the leader's decree 
which were sold to each member by the organization until they worked them- 
selves into a frenzy and through the influence of mass psychology "got on 
@ sort of emotional drunk", ‘ 


The orgenization leaders insisted that the organization become a secret 
organization because they feared the investigation by the government that 
they made all persons entering meetings show their membership cards before 
they were permitted to go into the meeting and Mrs. BALLARD in the latter 
part of 1940 told the members that if the government. succeeded she would 
be put in jail and all the members would be put in concentration camps. 

This was done Mrs. FOWLER stated in order that the members would keep 
quiet in the event they were investigated by the government/investigatorse 


Mrs, FOWLER stated that since the time she had left the organization 
she had been cursed by the group and that in the last trial of Mrs. BABLARD 
she had testified at Los Angeles although she was reluctant to do so because 
some of the. members were so fanatical. She: stated that she had ‘Learned 
through persons in contact. with the organization from time to time tliat the 
organization was very much opposed to the draft and had issued decrees against 
it. She had.a copy of a*decree which was put out in September, 1942 end read

OSTICKELL hed told her at one time just before she got out of the.

"T amt Cult. STICKELL, she said, came from Los: Angeles to Seattle.

WIDMAN, 3949 Ellis Avenue, and MR, WILLIAM MC NABB, 3958: Ellis 
Avenue, were also interviewed concerning the activities of thé residents 
at 3952 Bilis Avenue at which time they furnished informtion that they 
had seen persons attending some sort of meetings at the latter address on 
Tuesday nights.

an artist, his wife - PEARICSENDSLAR, FRAY VONPDORHOYS, BETTYCHONDY, 
confidential aid to MRS, BATLARD, GRAUT LOniis, all of Los Angeles; 

and LOVISDQTAJERUS, WILLIAM J OcAssrere » and PAUL CUtICKELL, all of 
Chicago. 


Chey wero originally accused on nineteen counts of mail fraud. ‘This 
clipping further reflected that MRS.

BALLARD, during January 1942, in Los Angeles, California, Mrs, BALLARD had told * 
the monbers from the platform at nearly every meéting held bef e her conviction 
that the "Ascended Masters", meaning St. Germaine and GUY We AMLARD,, hdd been 
protecting the West Coast area due to the I AM radiation of power, put’ that since

many enemies who spread malicious rumors and, further, that the. Cult's 
tenets include extreme Americanism. He stated that in his opinion any mem- 
bers who were called on to serve in the armed forces would be excellent 
soldiers, Mr. HARRAH advised that the Cult is not an organized system but 
a form of belief and has among its many believers some who may.be radical and 
some who wish to commercialize it and it is these members within the Cult 
who spread malicious rumors about it upon their failure to commercialize on 
its beliefs. 


AT BOULDER, COLORADO» 


It was ascertained through confidential source of information that 
the Cult has. its headquarters and reading room in Room 6, Boulder National:

Investigation of A. L-MGAGNIER developed the following information 
concerning him. He is a practicing chiropractor who resides at 4109 North 
Hongeiew and retains an office at 17 South First Streets. He was born at Bay 
City, Michigan in 1902, is warried.and the father-of four children. He reo 
gistered duly for military service. with Local Board: #3,. Phoenix and was 
classified 3A an August 24, 1942, which classification he continves to enjoy. 

GAGNIER is a menber of the Civil Air Patrol #8~5-215,. his. Ticense #S 227970.. 
He has-been practicing chiropody in Phoenix since 1932, during which time he 
has managed to develop a poor credit record and to eke out a Livelihood. He 
does not have a local criminal record and the Phoenix Office indices are 


negative as to, hin. 


LIN B. o2E;, President of the. Salt. River Valley Water Users Associa- 
tion, stated that he knew nothing of the "I AL" Gult except, that his cousin, 
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ORA.D. ORIE, a spinster and religious eccentric, was a member of the Organiza- 
Tion. : 


From 4 Confidential Source was obtained a copy of "Purpose of the 
Ascended Masters of,' T.AM! Activity". This copy set forth as a member of 
Sect the name “OPIQ*HAIKEL". A check of the Phoenix indices réflécts that 
this same individual, A‘German by birth, was the subject of Phoenix files 
100-230 and 65-190, both of which were closed after investigation developed 
that HAMMEL was a fanatic and a religious eccentric, a staunch member of 


- the Activity. 


ARTHUR LOUIS/GAGNIER was interviewed by the writer under the guise of 
obtaining further information concerning the activities of OTTO HAMMEL, the 
alleged author-of un-American statements and reportedly a member of the 

NT Aut Activity. GAGNIER admitted-knowing HAMMEL well and informed, that the 
latter died in Santa Fe, New kexico ahout six months ago. GAGNIER siezéd uvon 
the opportunity to make disclosures concerning the local activity of the 
‘Organization when asked to explain how Nazi-sympathizer HAMMEL became associat~ 
ed with the. "I-Aul"' Activity. His remarks in substance aré cataloged below. 


MEMBERSHIP 
The Activity in Phoenix is composed of approximately one hundréd men, 
women and young people. Another Heading Room is located at Tucson, Arizona, 
the number of its iembersip GAGNIER stated he did not know. ‘GAGNIER acknow- 
ledgéd being a Group Leader of the Phoenix branch. 
Several meetings of the Activity are held weekly, scheduled as’ follows:

RELIGIOUS VIENS 
Indications are that this Activity is a religious group which subscribes 
to certain theosophical principles based on an. idedlogy allegedly derived from 
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a series of principles ascribed to Saint Germain, acknowledged by members of 
the Cult to be an "Ascended Master". As such Saint ‘Germain is considered to. 
occupy a like position with the Founder: of Christianity and because of the - 
excellence of his life on earth Edwara*BALLARD is now likewise one of the 
"Ascended Masters't, BALLARD is considered to have been the reincarnation of 
GEORGE WASHINGTON, who is considered an ‘Ascended Waster" and is revered by 
the Activity on a religious conviction. The Activity reportedly is jealous 
of the Constitution of the United States for the reason that, they maintain, 
the patriots who figured in shaping this document were throughout their deli- 
berations under the influence of Saint Germain; leaders of "I AK" attach to 
themselves the responsibility of giving interpretation to Constitutional 
Provisions and to the Constitutionality of legislation. It, is their belief 
that this country will eventually be controlled by the "I AM! Activity be~ 
cause in due course the attractiveness of the Cult's principles will prove 
irresistible to all Americans. Prior to the institution of prosecution in Los 
Angeles in 1940 the Activity claimed some 6,000,000 members throughout the 
world and, according to the interviewee, great strides were being made by 

the Activity in Eastern United States; because of the stigua of the criminal 
suit on the Pacific Coast interest in the East waned. Mrs. BALLARD is’ re~ 
garded by Sect members as the Founder of Christianity.:She is well regarded 
by Christians and members of the sect would do her bidding, The various 
literary works of BALLARD are to be found in public libraries generally: 

and these works in ineffable language. purpostedly set out the doctrines of 
the Activity. The Cult's interpretation of the doctrine of the Trinity is 
that the Father is the "Mighty I Aull; the Soh is the. "Ascended Xaster Grouptt 
and the Holy Spirit is the "Spirit, within each members The Activity seems to 
be based on.a strange altruism. 


POLITICAL VIEWS - 


The Organization is reportedly opposed to Communism and to foreign, 
ideologies. It looks upon the current World Conflict as one in which this ~ 
country should not be a participant but it doés countenance Selective Service.. 
It is opposed to the inoculation of soldiers because it is opposed to inocula 
‘tion because the serums are obtained from animals. It is opposed to éating 
flesh foods because it is not certain that animals too have souls. As stat~. 
ed above, the Cult maintains that it is the divinely appointed safeguard of 
the Constitution, that interpretation of it, etc. properly the province of 
Cult officials, opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. At each meeting 
those attending recite passages from.historic American documents and engage 

in thé singing of American patriotic songs; the rest of the meeting time is 
deyoted to the interpretation by leaders. of tenets and religious. convictions.” 
of the Sect as set down by EDWARD BALLARD and his wife. . ; 
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GAGNIER stated that. after a period of indoctrination members are then. 
given a.menbership card bearing a number and the date on which the member be- 
came such, - Bach ceaber is required to show his card before gaining entrance 
to meetings irrespective of his. position in Activity affairs. GAGNIER shoy~ 
ed.c. the writer his card which bears Identification Number 7850, awarded to 
him on-May 24, 1942. For violation of regulations membefs forfeit their 
cards, which are summarily taken up when 4 delinquent member presents himself 
at a subsequent meeting. GAGNIER stated that after the United States entered 
the war he sought to enter military service as a chiropractor but was turned 
down for the reason:tliat his service was not. needed in that capacity. GAGNIER 
is a meuber in good standing of the Civil Air Patrol, Office of Defensé 
Transportation. He indicated-bhat he-would be glad to serve his country in 
the event he. is calted for service. : oe

Promptly « sho had taken no: other interest 
in her activities. 


FRANK DEMARINAS, who. opérates the ‘Rome cate; 1200 -S. We.

Mr. DEMARINAS added that he hag nevér observed any 
Ttalians attending any of these neetings and it.is his opinion that things 
are much better for everyons in the building since the *I AM" group. has

He said that the organization - 
has rented. this space in the building for some three and one-half years 
time; that. he has received his money promptly for the rent; that rs, 
BOERRIGTER is usually the person to pay him and that. he is paid in cash or 
by some persmal check. Mr. GALLAGER said that Urs, ‘BOBRRIGTER's husband 
was also active in the organization in the. past. He ativised that Mrs. 
I BOERRIGIER is not employed; that she apparently has devoted her entire time 
; to the organization; that her husband has been employed in the past by the 
. Government. He informed further that Mr. and Mrs. BOERRIGTER had beeh 
out of Pueblo for a number of months; that he understood they: had been 
in Chicago. He also stated that the organization had at one time planned 
to eaase renting the hall after July 31 of 1943, however, Urs. BOERRIGTER 
has revently returned to Fueblo and she informed’ kim that they desired to 
continue the-use of the hall. 


Mr. GALLAGER, stated that he did not know how many members thére 
were in the local organization. He. added that some. two years ago he did 
observe. some fifty people at one meeting. He adyised that lie did not 
know whether the organization held heetings at the present time or not.

She informed that these 
meetings would take place about once each week and that apparently a 

good number of people attended the meetings: judging froin the cars that were 
parked around the street. lrs. MOCK said that she did not know anything 
élse in regard to the organization or its members. She stated that she had 
never heard Mrs. BO TER, make any remarks’ which indicated she was not 
loyal to the United S¥ates Government.

Mrs, VICE said that lirs. BOERRIGIER formerly was a member of the Christian 
Chuixch in Pueblo; that some four or five years azo she quit this church 

and then became a leader in the orgariization "I AM, She said that in 

the past the organization held meetings at the home of Hrs. BOERRIGTER; 
that they: would have a meeting about once each week. She added that she 
did not know how many would attend these meetings but there were a number 
of cars to arrive at the time of the meetings. She also stated tmt she

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and his steadily decreased his other activities; although he still makes 
drawings of Saint Gerinaine and Christ which are sold through the cult. 


SINDLAR stated that there are about 150 members in Tos 
Angeles at the-present time, that they meet in his studio, arid that classes 
ate held for the benefit of new membérs, SINDEAR talked at some length 
explaining that. HT At was strictly a religious organization. founded on ‘the. 
teachings of the Bible and of Saint Germaine, He déclared that the cult is 
un-American in no way and that. every effort is being made to assist in the. 
war efforts He stated that he » personally, has been assisting in locating 
members. of the cult who were delinquent with their draft boards and that. 
fhe BALLARDS are doing the same thing, as evidenced by DONALDEBALLARD's 
enlistment. He stated that if the government would only realize that theré 
is nothing wrong with the "I Alt CULT they would save themselves thousands 
of dollars.

Concerning his own activity, SINDLAR stated that he is 
‘giving ‘wp practically all of his work in the cult, in order to devote his 
time. to his former vocation of painting, He stated that he is leaving 
immediately for Twenty-nine Palms, California, for the purpose of handling ' 
his mining interest and painting.

Mrs. BRAYMAM'also advised that a menben, of subject organization, to 
the best. of her knowledge, was"Mrs. OLE (VICTORIA) A ANDERSON, who lives on the 
Target Range Road, She advised that. Mrs, ANDERSON“had just recently returned 
fron a tour during which time she had visited sore and New Mexico. 


_ Mrs, BRAYMAN advised also that Mrs. poset, 501 Wilma Building, 
ae runs a béauty parlor and Mrs. JAMES Me-TENSEN , 24 South 5th Street, were 
also members of, Subject organization, 


In conclusion Mrs. BRAYMAN advised that she knew all of the above 
mentioned. people and kiew that they were absolutely 100% Americah and: connected, 
in no way with subversive activities. She advised, however, thab in her 
opinion they had a very warped idea. of religion. 


Urs. MARY 3. FARTLETT advised that she had talked a great deal with 
Mrs. VICTORIA. ANDERSON: » who is leader of the group and who resided, in the 
Orchard Homes District on Targét Rangé Road, She advised that what slie under- 
‘stood of: the organization all the members were of the opinion that if a person 
wished. for somthing long énough it will eventually be giver hin, She advised 
that- the meetings aré all very spiritual and the organization is. very sinilar 
to that of the Unity Church and the organization known as "Truth," which is 
also a religious, organization. 


Urs, BARTLETT advised that members of this organization seem to 
uphold. the: government very strongly and she is certain that they have the 
flag kept staning ih their reading room at all times. Shé advised that all 
the members are vegetarians and they are not allowed to wear-any color of 
red inasmuch as this denotes danger and excitement and they are not allowed 
to wear black inasmuch as it represents depression. She. stated that on most 
oceasions. the members wore white and purple or colors which were soft, 
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Mrs. BARTLETT advised that this organization had regular metings 
and the membership was approximately seven or eight member's. .Shé advised: 
that the reading room was in room #20 ‘of the Masonic Temple and that some of 
the meetings were open for the public and some classes were closed, 


_ ‘ives. BARTLETT advised further that in her opinion every six months 
members of this organization had to attend classes for what they called 
tretraining' in this organization at which time they were required to learn 


a-great number of verses and read continually. 


Mrs, BARTLETT also advised that members of this. organization were 
not, suppose to ask for money and in her understadding no money was solicited 
at any time and in her estimation this organization consisted of manbers 
with excessive inaginations,. ;

Mrs, BARTLETT stated that sho knew the names of these people 
inasmuch as she had attended-a few of the meetings, however, she was not a 
member of the organization although she did: not. belidvé there was anything

HARRY. M. RAWN, who is chairman of the building comnittee of the 
Masonic Building, advised that for the past fap or five yéargs the I AM 
organization had rented a room for the purpose of reading and holding their 
neetingss, He advised that on all occasions they were very prompt in paying 
their rent sometimes by bills, however, for tlie past few tines the rent was 
paid in sriall change, indicating a possible collection of donations at thie 
meetings, : 

Mr, RAW advised that. Mrs, OLE ANDERSON usually paid for the rent,, 
however, during thé past few months the rent was paid by ahother lady whose 
name he did not know.

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Mr. RAN added, however, that for the past four years they had 
given no trouble. whatsoever and a portion, of the time while they were in 
their roon everything was very quite, however, at times they sang song and 
ead in unison in a sort of monotone. 


Mr. RAWN stated that there were people. jin the reading room of 
evenings quite often, however, all of them seamed to be elderly lafies; few 
men and young peoplé were evér. noticed attending the meeting, however, on 
occasions ond or two men had been seen going into: the reading room, 


i In conclusion Mr, RAWN advised that there was 4 nice alter fixed, 
up in the room and everything was painted white and all writing appeared to 
; ~ be dn. purple color. He advised that he had been inside the room on a few 
occasions at which time there very books in the room and what they contained 
he, did not know, . 


We. Be TRENERRY, elevator operator for the past year in the Masonic 
Building, advised that in his estimation there was- not a great deal of activity 
on the part of Subject organization and there-seven or eight member's, ranging» 
in age from thirty-five to seventy years most of whom were women. He advised 
that. on one or two occasions: during the évening meetings he had seen two men 


attend the meetings, 


| TRENERRY advised that this organization usually has its services 
during Sunday morning and possibly one or two. nights a week, He. advised that. 
the members ‘sing and pray and have readings which are read in a sort, of — 
monotone. ; 


From a very reliable and confidential source of information a 
schedule of the group activities of the I All organization and a donation 
envelope were obtained and are being retained in the files of the Butte 
Field Division for any further usé deemed necessary. From this source. it 
was also learned that. the reading room was paintéd white. with pictures 
hanging on the. wells, There were-twelve white: chairs in the room and 
containing an alter and a white piano, There-is only one large song book 
in the reading room which is approximately one foot wide and sixteen inches 
long and. all- of the songs are written with purple priting on white back= 
ground, It is also reported that all of the pictures which are hanging on 

: the. walls are printed in purple on a white or creme background, 


Urs. EUNICE BROWN, Grand Secretary of the Order of Eastern Stars 
whose office is right next to the reading room of the T AM organization, 
stated that members of the organization gave no trouble whatsoever other than 
matting considerable noise at times when she wanted to work. She advised that 
they sing songs. and. appeared to be memorizing verses which they repeat in a

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monotone. She advised that she had heard nothing of a derogatory nature 
concerning the organization or indicting that. they were connected in any 
way With subversive activities. She. advised that onee she overheard : 
plainly that an applicant ox person who was present would not salute or 
pledge allegiance to the flag, She stated that they were trying to decide 
what was to be done about it. and the leader or one of the people present 
finally said they would do nothings. 


Urs. BROWN advised that her room had beef next to the reading room 
for some time during the past and she was certain that if any statements 


had made indicating ‘subversive activities on the part of the organization: she 


would ‘have heard it and. would have reported the organization long ago.

A réview of the Butte files. reflects that on November 7, 1939, 
STEPHEN NEUREUBERG, Postmaster, ealled to the attention of Special Agent 
JOHN BE. TROST an article which appeared in the October 25, 1939, issue: of 
the "Sacramento. Union," This arbicle was in regard to the organization 


known. as the "GREAT I AM" which is apparently a religious organization 


of questionable character. Mr, NEUREMBERG advised that a local chapter’ 
of this organization existed at Missoula, Montana, and held meetings in 
the Masonic Temple. ; 


The files algo reflect that on August 1, F, 1940, Patrolman JAMES 
HIRST, of the Billings, Montana, Police Department, advised Special Agent 
W. T. GRAY that information had reached him to the. effect that the house 
situated at 3312 Fourth Avenue North. in Billings was usedmysteriously as 
a neeting place for a group of women. - Mr. HIRST stated that his informant 
could not advise hin of the nature of the meeting. 


Mr. BEN HAGERMAN, who operates a grocery store. across the eek 
from 3312 Fourth, Avenue North, advised that ‘this house was owned by Mrs. 
B, F. MARTIN who resided at 43 Clark Avenue, Billings, Montana. He stated 
that the house ig tised only as a meeting place and not as.a dwelling. He 
stated that insofar as he could determine the place was used by 4 group? of 


‘women who to the best of his knowledge are known as the tI, HM. As M.® group. 


He advised that his: store is a sub-agency for the Post Office and that he 


sells. money orders and that Mrs. ROY PATTERSON of 133 Broadwater Avenue, 


Billings, Hontana, is apparently the secretary of the groups and that she 


comes to the store and purchases money orders,.apparently the. money being 


used for thé purchase of literature for the group. He advised that these

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money orders werd usually made out to the Saint Germain Press, Box 1133, 
Chicago, Illinois. lr. HAGERMAN stated that the group caught his attention ° 
particularly because they always used the back door of the house and never

i. G. LOUISAMILLER, former President. of the Rotary Club, advised 
that an individual by the name of ITLTON,EDGAR was the leader of the "I Am", 
Cult that came from California approximately two Years ago. MILIER stated 
at, that: tim. there were some forty to fifty menbers of the Cult that caiie 
to. towh and stayed at the Allen Hotel and other places in Gunnison. He 
advised that most all of them dressed in plain blue and appeared. well-to-do 
and spent their cash lavishly in town, He stated that their cars had 
‘California Jicense plates and that all of the members appeared, to have 
plenty of money. f. , 


MILLER further advised that ROYASHEEK, Manager of the Js C. 
Fenny Company, told.him that he made a big bonus during ‘the year’ 1942 as 
the result of the. members of the Cult spending so much money with his company. 
Mr. MILIER,/who is in the: furniture business, stated that ls. EDGAR bought 
the einer he had and furnished a large home in Gunnison .owiied by 


CHARLES: RIGHT. IILIER stated that it was his opinion that the Cult 
was holding their meetings: in. this: house but that he had heard. no: specific 
information to bear this out. He stated that the members of thé Cult 
caused no trouble and were not. objectionablé. He stated that most people 
Were suspicious. of them at Gunnison but without cause. He. advised that they 
had no apparent means of income yet all of: them spend lavishly. MILLER 
stated that Doctor. WILLTAMN HAMAST of Gunnison, Colorado had treated one 
unmarried member of thé Cult who was a dentist from California. ‘According 
to MILLER, Doctor MAST had told him that the dentist had said he joined the 
Cult. for the purpose of avoiding the draft and that though he. had. a good 
derital practice in California he désired: to come out in the vicinity of 
Gunnison, Colorado in order to work in the mines and obtain a draft. defer 
ment. 


MILIER further informed that the members of the Cult had all left 
Gunnison. and had gone to Lake City, Colorado where they ostensibly were 
interéstéd in mining and had bought up some of the old miries there witich 
were closed dom. MILIER stated that Mrs(CBALLARD and her gon were in 
Givinison for awhile but that they had left there, going to lake City 
Where the whole organization was reported to be going into the mining 
business; It was his opinion that they had entered this industry. because. 
it was adeferable one. UILLER advised that no one: in the city of Gunnison 
had stated to him that the members of the Cult were unpatriotic or dis~ 
loyal to this. country. He stated, however, that he had recéived information: 
from A. Wi. HOGAN of the Express Company in Gunnison that. truck loads 6f 
literature had comé in there by express and that it had been directed to 
the organization at Lake City. It was MILIER's opinion that all of the 
eae 
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disseminated at Gunnison, Colorado. 


HARRY CS*GRUBB, Undersheriff at Gunnison, Colorado, stated that 
he recalled that. the "I Am Cult came to Gumison about ‘two years ago. 
He advised that there was nothing in their behavior at that time to indicate 
that. they were concerned with un-American activities. He. advised that. people 
in general were suspicious of them, although no one seemed to have fault 
with the, He stated most people regarded them as "queer inasmuch as they 
were always very pleasant and seemed to: have ‘no ‘bad. habits whatever such 
as drinking and smoking. He advised further that they were conservative 
in their conversation and manner ‘but spént lavishly at all of tle firms in 
tom. He stated that they would go into a place and instead of buying one 
suit they would buy three or four and that. money appéaréd to be no problem 
to. thems :

AT MONTROSE, COLORADO: 


Sheriff FRANK L, HOVEY advised that the "I Am Cult was known to: 
most, everyone in the city but that they had. never held meetings or been 
active there. HOVEY-recdlled specifically that a woman, one Urs. LOUIS _ 
~-CISCO, age’67, Ute, Colorado, had joined the Cult. He stated that prior 
to the time the organization camé into the vicinity of Kontrose, this 
individual had not been very religious but had merely resided on a ranch 
near Ute, Colorado. He stated that she had died about. 4 year ago. At that 
time he recalled there was some litigation in the courts over the estate 
which ghe had left, since part of’ it was designated for the I Ant Cult. 
Sheriff HOVEY advised that he had gone up to her ranch. house at the time. 
Urs, CISCO. died and he had learned later that members of the "I Am’ Colt 
had insisted that her bddy be frozen and sent to. Denver to be cremated. 
HOVEY advised that some of the local people were under the impression, 
that the Cult was trying td obtain members mostly of whom were well-to-do 
oid women. He could furnish no specific information to support this 
report. : 


Sheriff HOVEY further advised that there were anonymous reports 
going around toym to the effect that the Cult was supposed to.be an 
organization against the Government with intent to: overthrow the Government, 
but, he had beet unable to find any basis for these rutors. Sheriff HOVEY 
adyised that he understood the members of the Cult were building a road - 
from Réd Mountain over to Lake City, Colorado, a distance of sine ten iiles, 
that would enable the members to go to and from Lake City to their lodge 
on top of Red Mountain which they have leased for a meeting place.

It was ADAMS' opinion that they were trying to contact 
wealthy people and sell. them on the: belief of theix Cult and gat them into 
the organization. in order to. secure, additional funds. He advised that this 
was merely hearsay information and could furnish no specific ‘basis: for the 


ADAMS also advised that he never heard of any of thé menbers 
having made un-American, or disloyal utterances. He advised, however, that 
most everyone was aware of ,she fact that they had made requests from the

She advised that Mr. GARFIELD 
had told her that the Sult had a great deal of literature published and 
received it for their members, but that they were not spreading any of: 
the pamphlets or books in the vicinity. She adviged that, rather in contrast, 
they were more or less secretive in their activities and preferred to xiob, have. 
People "nosing around in their réligious work", She stated that she had 

never heard of any of the mémbérs trying to recruit followers from the city 

of Montrose or Ouray, Colorado and she did not believe that fhey were snaking: : 
any effort to increase their membership. : 


Miss *OKEY further stated that she knew no members of the. Cult 
except those who had originally come to Montrose and that vicinity from 
California, : ; 
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California, She stated that it was her understanding they were holding 
meetings eyory hight at a hall next to the Beaumont Hotel at Ouray, 
Colorado. :

Mr, BEVERIYPSPENCER, editor of the local newspaper at Ouray; 
Colorado, stated that MILTON EDGAR was the: leader of the “I Am" Cult which 
had evidently taken up its pérmanent location in that city. He stated 
dlso that.an individual by the name of E. STICKELL, former attorney fron 
Chicago, was the Traveling Agent for the Gult, Accérding to SPENCER, the 
Cult carries on a school of instruction, mostly: for women of their omi 

- organization, and meetings are held almost ‘every night in a room adjacent 
to the Beaumont Hotel in Ouray. He stated that. hé believed Mrs. BALLARD, 
the léader of the Cult, had leased the Irontom Ski Lodge on Red Mountain 
above Ouray, Colorado asa secret meeting, place of the organization. - 
SPENCER stated that the Cult considers this. lodge stfictly private and. they 
_ have numerous signs posted indicating that no ‘trespassing on the proyerty 
is allowed. : 


SPENCER stated that from information he had obtained in tow 
it was his impression that the Cult disapproved of war or in the helping 
out with the war effort in any way, Without being specific, SPENCER 
stated that it was the general impression. in town that none of thé members. 
Were buying War Yonds. SPENCER stated that he heard that the ration. board, 
was having trouble over supplementary gas and tires which the members. of the 
Cult had evidently requested. He. also stated that some of the male members 
had evidéntly obtained deferment from the draft on the basis of being 
employed in. the mines arobnd Ouray.

that they had group. singing and group playing there. She stated that there 

is no indication whatever that they were concerned with un-American activities, 
but at the sane. time it was the general impression that the “I Am"! Cult 

was. against war and did not. desire to do anything to further the war effort 

of this country. 


Irs, MARJORTESISRAEL, Clerk of ration. béard #86, Ouray, Colorado, 
stated that PAUL H..STICKELL, Ironton Lodge » Post Office Box 349,. Ouray, ~ 
Colorado, had called at the ration board and, stated that his home dddress 
wag 1620 East 84th Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. He stated to the board that 
he was a Traveling Preacher for the. "I Antt Calt and that he drove approx= 
imately three’ thousand iniles monthly in conducting his religious duties. 


the application was' refuséd.. 


Mrs. ISRAEL remembered specifically that Miss JEAN EDGAR had made 
application and had receiyéd supplenméntal gasoline. for the Ironton. Lodge. 
Power Plant. She stated this individual specifically ‘told her that the 
hembers. of the Cult would not buy Bonds or assist in the war effort. Urs. 
ISRAEL, howéver, stated that practically every member wears an American 
flag ‘patton in their. lapel... She stated that several of the mémbers mentioned 
to her that they were opposed, to war. 


Concerning their dress, she stated that none of the members 
would wear red or black inasmuch as they believéd: these two colors. to be- 
evil ‘colors, however, they: all bélieved in wearing pastel shadés, and it 
was not mnusaal to see-them dressed in bright blues, -and, further, some 
of their cars were painted bright yellow Colors’. 
According to Mrs. ISRARL, several of the "I Amt Cult members. 


thoy: were treated all. right". She stated that ‘there. was. nothing suspicious. 
about their activities at Ouray and that their meetings were held apparently 


all of the member's stay to * themselves and, do not enter irito any local 
activities. 

Sheriff JESS WOOD advised that he. had. been uaapiee a close check 
in the nines. and upon the basis of this these: individuals were requesting 
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draft, deferments from their local Boards. He stated he had questioned 
some of the young men and all of them had TI-B deferments, JESS WOOD 
also recalled that another member, THOMNASXCHASE, had told. @ local miner 
at Ouray, that he would not take. any “trail work" because this type of 
employment would not enable him-to recéive a draft deferment. 


Sheriff WOOD also ientioned an incident which had happened 
about the first of Septembdr to the effect that. a sheep herder in the. 
Vicinity of Ironton lodge had been approached by 4 aan who Was a member. of 
the Cult and a self—designated. watchman, and this individual, at. the point 
of a gun, had forced the sheep, herder off the property and accused him of 


trespassing on. the Ironton lodge: grounds, 
Sheriff WOOD stated that there was nothing in the activities of 


the members at Ouray which. could be considered subversive or unpatriotic. — 
except for the fact that they had réfused to enter into the local Bond Drive.

The following investigation was:conditcted by the writer: 


AT DENVER, COLORADO: 
The series of lectures held in the Phipps Auditorium fron “eptenber 


4 to September'26, 1943, as originally eported in, reference report, was 
conducted under the leadership of Mis..

stated that. she began to doubt the organization when it manifested political 
interests and the government began to investigate its mail fraud agpects. 
Thereafter she withdrew from the group and“testificd at the mail fraud 
trial at Los Angeles, California. , 


During a class in 1939 at Los Angeles Mrs. FOWLER heard Mrs. BALLARD 
Say that, there were 1,000,000 people in-contact with the work and before 
another year passed there would be 2,000,000 followers » and as soon as 
they reached 3,000,000 they could govern the United States: Mrs; ROWLER 
statcd she did not believe: the group,ever had 3,000,000 members but that 
the. membership must have béen considerable in view of. some of the .testi= 
mony she had heard concerning the number of books sold by the BALLARDS to 
members of the organization, 


Mrs. FOWLER. recalled that from October 18, to October’27, 1940 BILL. 
ASSIERE who is presently in tho U.S..Army but who at that time was an 


in Seattle and he there informed the students that. the trial against the 
BALLARDS, himself and other defendents was soon to begin.. He asked for _ 
"love gifts" and stated that if they were not forthcoming and Mrs. BALLARD 
was convicted’ all of the I -AM:students would go to concentration camps, 
the group, leaders to jail and-all reading. rooms would be closed. 


Mrs, FOWLER advised that ‘love gifts" were commonly accepted by the _ 
members as a means of indicating their respect and admiration for the 4 
BALLAYDS and the I AM activity arid that these gifts were placed in abox 


which was maintained at the meeting place for this purpose. She advised 
that the BALLARDS wished people to believe that no money was collected; 
but as a matter of fact considerable amounts of money were sent by each. 
group to the national organization as a result of these "love gifts! 
received from students, When CASSIERE came to Seattle in 1940 he was 
collecting money for a defense fund and at one, time Mrs. FOWLER received 
a letter from the St, Germain Befense Fund requesting her to solicit 
amounts from all the studerits to forward to a post office box address at 
Los Angeles, She stated that this money was collected from the: students: 
and forwarded to Los Angeles for this purpose. . 

One of the activities in Seattle which was carried oh by the group 
was the arrangement of radio broadcasts over KOL. The broadcast consisted 
entirely of recordings of instructions by the BALLARDS for students and 
was continued for sometime 15 minutes a week on Sundayymorning. Mrs. 

FOWLER stated that the program was paid for by Mr. J. ‘D,XZINKE who owns 

the J; D. Zinke shoe repair shops on the west Coast and who-was an:I AM 
follower at that time. Mrs. FOWLER stated, however, that money was, used 
from national funds to pay for these broadcasts: in part ‘but she was not , 
certain how this was arranged.: At one time in 1938 the Seattle group 
rented records from the BALLARDS to play over the radio at a rate of $20 

per record and after these records were used they were returned to Mrs; 
BALLARD; The BALLARDS were constantly urging Mrs. FOWLER to get enough 
money together to pay for’ the radio time, but the Seattle group was unable 
to contribute enough to pay for this time entirely. 

Mrs. FOWLER stated that some of the deeree books contained decrees 
against the draft and she stated that’ since the time she left the organ- 
ization the BALLARDS had become more. violently opposed ‘to the Selective 
Service system, particularly, she believed, because DON. was eligible 
for service. She understood that when urs. BALLARD was at-a meeting in 
September of 1942 she had given decrees against the draft and she furnished 
the writer with 4 copy of one of: these decrees’ ‘which is not set forth 
here inasmuch as it is found’in one of the decree books later referred: to:: 
Mrs, FOWLER knew that many of the persons who. were mehbers' were sincerely

DETAILS: Mrs, DOTTIE D. FOWLER, 1808 24th Avenue North, telephone 
East 0042,, advised that she first heard of. the BALLARD family in the spring 
of 1935 at which time the BALLARDS were conducting a series of lectures at 
the Chamber of Commerce auditorium in Seattle. She had previously ‘been 
interested in theosophy and the Unity movement and was; impressed by Mr. 
BALLARD's claim that he had’ been reincarnated to save the rest of the World 
by teaching them the doctorines of St. Germain and the instructions of the 
NI AM", Thereafter she attended several meetings conducted by the BALLARDS 
in Seattle and was contacted by a Mrs, JENSEN who came‘from Los Angeles to 
organize groups of the I AM cult at Seattle, Washington. Mrs, -JENSEN 
Suggested that Mrs, FOWLER be-a leader of the group in Seattle and with some 


reluctance Mrs, FOILER agreed to do so

Thereafter she wes furnished with several books of instructions 
on how to conduct meetings of the I AM cult. She had in her possession 
the I AM group léader's instruction book No. 3 which is copyrighted by 
the St. Germain Press, Inc, 1940 and was published by that. press at 
P. 0. Box 1133, Chicago, Illinois with a branch office at P.O.Box 428 
Los Angeles, California, This book was written by Mrs. G. W. BALLARD 
and DONALD BALLARD and.gives 18 pages of instructions on how-to conduct 
meetings and the purposes and aims of the I AM cult. On page 4 of this 
book it states that the purpose of the study groups organized by the I 
AM is to enable the people of America to underatand the instruction of 
the "ascended masters!" and through their own calls to the "mighty I AM 
presence" secure assistance to protect America against war and destruction. 
The book states that group leaders should not ask for money or assistance, 
but that if money is necded for group activitics 3» 4 meeting should be had 
at which all request the "I AM presence" to send money and thereafter 
if the members themselves wish to give certain sums as "free gifts of 
love! this will be all right. It specifies that copyrighted outlines 
may be purchased from the St. Germain Press to be followed by each group, 


‘which were enumerated as follows: 


(1) Regular study groups 

(2) Fundamental groups 

(3). Group leaders instructions 
(4) Sunday school 


The booklet refers to "100% Groups" but does not identify their nature. 
It specifies that no one should be allowed to attend a study group until 
he has attended the full'7 classes and has received a suitable card of 
admission to the study group from the one in charge of the fundamental 
group. It states that mtil permanent cards are provided by the St. Germain 
Press each group leader is being asked to provide suitable cards for his 
om groups which will be. considered by the BALLARDS as evidence that a 
person holding one is a real "I AM student" when they apply for one of 
the large class cards, ; ; , 


Mrs. FOWLER advised that 100% students of the I AM are those who 
are believed by the group leader to implicitly follow the instructions 
of St. Germain which spccify that no meat.is to be eaten, that the member 
is not to use narcotics, tobacco, liquor, excess sugar, salt, strong tea 
or coffee and thet no member is to indulge in any kind of sex activity.. 
Each .100% member is to examine his owm conscience to see whether he desires 
the instruction of the "mighty I AM presence" more than anything else and 
lives to serve it only. This booklict has been identified by the writer 
and is being furnished to the El Paso Field. Division for its information

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Mrs, FOWLER advised that she was closely identified with the group 

in Seattle until about January 1941 when she withdrew and resigned her 
leadership. Thereafter she stated that the group in Seattle was managed: 
by lr. DAVID SAYRE for a time and later was taken. over: by Mrs. JESSIE J. 

. BULLIS' who resides in the Cornelius Apartments, 306 Blanchard ‘Street, and: 
holds meetings at the I AM meeting room 209% Seneca Street in Seattle. 
irs, FOWLER stated that DAVID SAYRE left Seattle in order to go to work: ° - 
at the I AM mine which is located near Boulder, Colorado, Mrs. FOWLER . . 
advised that this mine was donated to the BALLARDS by a rich student and 
the proceeds of the mining operations go directly to the BALLARDS who 
claim to administer them for the benefit of all the I AM students. Mrs. 
FOWLER stated that during the time she was the leader of the. group at 
Seattle they were holding meetings at the HNontlake Theatre which ‘she. 
rented for this purpose and the group was constantly enlarging as new 
members came into the activity. ‘She believed for.a long time that the 
group was trying to promote the golden rule among its members and so was 
Sinecrely interested in promoting its activities here in Seattle. She 
stated that she -began ‘to doubt the organization when it manifested political 
interests and the government began to investigate its mail fraud aspects, 
Thereafter she withdrew from the group and testified at the mail fraud 
trial at Los Angeles, California. ; 

During a class in 1939 at Los Angeles Mrs. FOWLER heard ‘Mrs. BALLARD 

Say that there were 1,000,000 people in contact with the work and before 
another year passed there would be 2,000,000 folloviers, and’ as. soon as 
they ‘reached 3,000;000 they could govern the United States. Mrs. FOWLER 
Stated: she did not believe the group ever had 3,000,000 members but that 
the membership mst-have been considerable in view of some of the testi- 
mony she had heard concerning the number of books sold ‘by the BALLARDS to 
members of the organization. 


Mrs. FOWLER recalled that from October 18, to October -27, 1940 BILL 

. CASSTERE who is presently in the U.S. Army but who at that time was. an 
“accredited messenger" or national representative for the I AM cult, was 
in Seattle and he there informed the students that the trial against the. 
BALLARDS, himself and other defendents was soon to begin. He asked for 
"love gifts" and stated that if they were not forthcoming and Mrs. BALLARD. 
Was convicted all of the I AM students would go to concentration camps, 
the group leaders to jail and all reading rooms: would -be :closed. 


Mrs, FOSLER advised that "love gifts" were commonly accepted by thé 
members as'a means of indicating their respect and. admiration for the 
BALLANDS and the I AM activity and that these gifts were placed in a box 


which was maintained at the meeting place for this purpose. She advised 
that the BALLARDS wished people to believe that no money was collected; 
but as a matter of fact considerable amounts of money were sent by each 
group to the national organization as a result of these "love gifts!! 
received from students, When. CASSIERE came to Seattle in 1940 he was 
collecting money for a defense fund and at one time Mrs. FOWLER received 
a letter from the St, Germain Befense Fund requesting her to solicit 
amounts from all the students to forward to a post office box address at 
Los Angeles. She stated that this money was collected from the students 
and forwarded to Los Angeles for this purpose. 


One of the activities in- Seattle which was carried on by the group 
was the arrangement of radio broadcasts over KOL. The broadcast consisted 
entirely of recordings of instructions by the BALLARDS for students ‘and 
was continued for sometime 15 minutes a week on Sunday morning. Mrs. 
FOWLER stated that the program was paid for by Kr. J. D. ZINKE who owns 
the J, D. Zinke, shoe repair shops on the itest Coast and who was an I AM 
follower at that time. lirs. FOWLER stated, however, that money was used 
from national funds to pay for these broadcasts in part but she was not 
certain how this was arranged. At one time in 1938 the Seattle group 
rented records from the BALLARDS to play over the radio at a rate of $20 
per record and after these records were used they were returned to Mrs, 
BALLARD, The BALLARDS were constantly urging Mrs. FOWLER to get enough 
money together to pay for the radio time, but the Seattle group was unable 
to contribute enough to pay for this time entirely. 


Mrs. FOWLER stated that some of the deéree books contained decrces 
against the draft and she stated that since the time she left the organ= 
ization the BALLARDS had become more violently opposed to the Selective 
Service system, particularly, she belicved, because DON was eligible 
for service. She understood that when Mrs, BALLARD was at a meeting in 
September of 1942 she had given decrees against the draft and she furnished 
the writer with a copy of one of these decrees which is not set forth 
here inasmuch as it is found in one of the decree books later referred to. 
lirs, FOWLER kmew that many of the persons who were members were sincerely 
trying to better themselves morally by becoming- members of the I AM group 
and she recalled that many of the persons who belonged at Seattle were 
very fine people whom she was certain ‘had no subversive tendencies of any 
kind, She stated that members became so ondowed with the infallibility 
of the BALLARDS that they were sometimes trapped into following their . 
orders even though they might advocate opposition to the draft. 


She stated that when the organization was founded on a national * 
scalé, a former lieutenant of PELIEY was made a messenger by the BALLARDS 
and that he had written to the Silver Shirt organization in Seattle 


to advise them to join the I AM cult on Silver Shirt stationery. As a 

result of this Mrs, FOWLER know that some of the members of the I AM 

cult at Seattle were silver Shirts prior to the time they became members 

bY rbre.interasted. in-Silver Shirt activities, She stated that DAVID 

SAYRE and GEORGE PATTERSON who were very active in the I AM groups at 

Seattle were formerly Silver Shirts. She believed that PATTERSON was now 

at Santa Fe, New Mexico and that SAYRE had left the group and was somewhere 

near Boulder, Colorado. . 
_She recalled that shortly after SAYRE took over the leadership of 

this group in January of 1941 he received a message from the national 

headquarters which was later repudiated by Mrs, BALLARD, to the effect 

that the students mst leave the West Coast since a catastrophe was to 

annihilate all the people who lived here because of the punishment of 

the leaders of the I AM at Los Angeles. Hirs. FOWLER believed that this ; 

message vas brought to Scattle by EARL THOMAS who was an "accredited ; 

messenger" of the I AM cult but that later SAYRE told everyone that this 

Was not a bona fide message from the leadership of the I AM cult or from 

St. Germain. As a result of the fact that this message was given to the 

members at Seattle numerous persons left Seattle and went to Santa Fe or 

Boulder or Denver, Colorado which were suggested places of refuge from the 

impending holocaust, 


4 list of members which Mrs. FOWLER had previously furnished to 
confidential informant SE-1 was obtained and reviewed with hor and she 
pointed ‘out the names of various members who had definitely left. the. 
organization to her own knowledges These persons who were formerly members 
and are now out of the organization are the following: ,

Mrs. FOWLER believed that some of the young men were encouraged to 
resist the Selective Service system by the I AM cult but she had no definite 
information to this effect. She stated she had obtained the information 
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regarding tlie decrees agains’ the draft from Lae A. L. GIEVELAND and that 

she had attended no meetings of the organization since she left it in 1941. 
She stated the membership list previously furnished was oné of that date 

and that other persons may. have Jeft the group since she was a member. 

Mrs, FOWLER furnished several copies of the "Voice of the I AM which are. 
being forwarded to the Ei Fasc Field Division AS enclos uces with this report. 


Mrs, HAZEL M. BRITTON, executive secretary, Seattle Better Business - 
Bureau, 857 Central Building,’ ‘advised ‘that, the I AM first came to the 
attention of that Bureau on Jariuary ‘UL; 1938 when the Los Angeles office 
wrote concerning it, A letter dated Jdnuary 28, 1938' shows that the 
Chicago Better Business.Bureau found that a commercial agency had a record 
of a GUY B. BALLARD who lived at 6525 Bosworth Street, Chicago in 1928. 

At that time he was 48, married and was secretary of the Cottonwood 
Association, Ltd., Koom 81, 30 North LaSalle Street. The association was 

a trust association under Fodera al laws organized to develop western land. 

When he was interviewed he refused to state where the lands were but , 
advised he was also interested, in. the development of Arizona’ mining property. 


The Chicago office ‘also. advised that on March 23, 1929 two indictments 
were returned in Cook County against ‘GUY BALLARD for operating a- confidence ; 
gene. ‘The complaining witnesses were MINNIE J.. ANDERSON of 4700 Beacon 
Street, Chicago and ADELENE BECK, 628 Gary Place. The ‘indictments were 
dismissed August 16, 1929 with leave to ‘reinstate because BALLARD was 
outside the jurisdiction. . . 

Urs. BECK was interviewed by the Chicago office and. stated that the 
indictment was in connection with a gold-mining stock promotion scheme 
called the "Lake of Gold Inc.!'. One HERBERT M. PARKHURST was associated 
with BALLARD in the Lake of Gold project. 


An attorney ALFRED F. BECK represented a complainant against BALLARD, 
a MARY I. INGHAM of Chicago who was fleeced by BALLARD in a gold mining 
scheme, 


“Tn June 1937 BALLARD resided with his wife EDNA at 1620 East 84th F 
Street, Chicago and -he left that year for California. . 


. Regarding the St, Germain press, Post Office Box 1133, Chicago, 
Dunois, the Chicago office had advised that the name appeared as carly 
as 1934 with a bank | acéount in Chicago. 4 local publisher REUBEN R.. . 
DONNGLLEY in 4 years prior to 1939 printed about $100,000 worth of material 
for the St. Germain press. ~~ 


By letter dated June 24, 1938 the San ‘Francisco office advised that 
the cult had a local office there and that Mr. arid irs. FRANCIS EKEY were 
leaders in San Francisco. ; 


In February 1939 the Los Angeles Office wrote saying that Washington, 
D.C. had received an inquiry from Attorney PERCTLLA LAWYER RANDOLPH 
asking for copies of letters addressed from GERALD B, BRYAN which requésted 
information about BALLARD. The Los angeles office indicated that such 
inquiries should be referred there since Los Angeles had a considerable 
file on BALLARD and was interested in what RANDOLPH was seeking information 
regarding BRYAN about. pT a 


On May 13, 1939 Niss CORA TRENT CLIFFORD, 353 West 57th Street, New 
York said the cult claimed 400,000 members in a letter directed to the 
Seattle office and that it had a large reading room in Scattle. On June 
23, 1939 a WILLIAM J, MARTIN whose addrcss is unknown, wrote stating two 
families he knew were leaving Seattle because.of the I AN cult and that 
the group condemed Russia but said nothing about Germany, Italy and Japan. 
He requested information concerning the organization but since no address 
was furnished by him his letter was not answered, 


Mr, ARCHIE TAFT, manager of KOL, Northern Life Tower Building, advised 
that a fifteen minute program for the I AM cult was first placed through 
the Allied Advertising agency, Inc. 553 Southwestern Avenuc, Los fngeles, 
California and that.this contract was continued from August 28, 1938 to — 
August 20, 1939. He advised that later material for the I AM was placed 
through the Ted Dahl Advertising Agency 4354 West 3rd Street, Los Angeles. 
This material was placed for an indefinite period on August 27, 1939. 


He stated the group had-a-fifteen minute period on Sunday and used 
transcriptions which came from the headquarters of the I AM at Los Angeles, 
The programs were sponsored by J. D. ZINKS of the Zinke Shoe Stores and 
the local I. AM-group represented by Mrs. FOWLER. They were discontinued. 
about the end of 1940 when the organization was being prosecuted at Los 
ingeles, , 


Mr. ROY S. LEIGHPON, personnel manager, Frederick and Nelson, 5th and 
Pine Street, address Route 2, Box 945 Edmonds, Washington advised that he 
and his wife were members of the I AM organization from the beginning of 
1938 to the end of 1940. He stated that it was about as fine a group of 
people as he ever met and he had no indication that it was engaged in 
subversive activity although they opposed war as a malignant activity. 

Ha stated that the principles urged members not to have a destructive or 
unkind thought and above all to avoid any such acts. His only criticism 
of the organization was that they continually sought money cither for 
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publications or as “love gifts!!, He stated that the following employees 
of Frederick and Nelson are presently active in the youth group of the 
organization which is called the Ascended Masters Youth.

Mr, LEAVEREDT G. TALLEAN, a salesman with offices at 1024 Joshua 
Green Building, home address, Route 1, Edmonds, Washington advised that 
he had been interested in the organization of the BALLARDS since 1935 
when he first saw them addressing a group at the Chamber. of Come rce 
Building. Ho stated he was a member of the I AM until 1938 but that he 
left the organization because Mrs. BALLARD dismissed Mrs. M. 0.. ADAMS who 
lives near Poulsbo, Washington and who was leading a group of study 
students to which TALLINN belonged. 


He stated in Jenvary or February of 1943 urs. BaLLskD came to Seattle 
and had a chat with him. He rcfused to go back into the organization 
although she requested him to do so. Mr. TALLMAN advised that he had been 
& thember of the Silver Shirt Legion of imerican at one time and that 
GEORGE PATTERSON of Scattle who was a local leader. of the Silver Shirts had 
gone to Boulder, Colorado to be a mining engineer for the I.AMs at their 
mine there. ae did not believe that Mr. PATTERSON was still in the organ- 
ization, It is noted that Mr. TALLHAN was in correspondence with Mr. H. BE. 
MARTIN, executive director of the Foundation Fellowship, a BALLARD front 
organization at Ashville, North: Carolina, in 1935. At bat time he indi- 
cated that he was active at Soattle in attempting to build a "Christian 
Commonwealth" and that he was acquainted with Mr. ROBERT C. SUMMERVILLE, 
who was a leader of the organization of the Silver Shirts in Scattle. 


Me. ALBERT L. CLEVELAND, who is employed as a.music instructor by 
the Sherman Clay Company 1624 4th svenue and who resides at 1508 East 
Franklin Avenue, advised he was a member of the I AM at Seattle from ; 
1936 until September 1942, He resigned because he was unable to belicve , 
the tenats of th. cult and felt that Mrs. BALLARD was a fraud. 


During the time he was a member he had charge of the music. He stated 
that at. meetings the group sang songs of a patriotic nature which were 
Songs in praise of the BALLARDS and various other ascended masters.. He 
stated that the organization never advocatcd the non-purchase of war bonds 
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but were against the draft and in September 1942 Mrs. BALLARD led the 
group in decrees against the draft. He stated the group was anti . 
ROOSEVELT, anti-Communist but not anti-Semitic as far as he knew. He said 
meetings were open until about the first part of 1941 or the latter part 
of 1940 when they began to hold closed meetings. At that time they issued 
membership cards containing the namé and number. 


Regarding the organization in Seattle he believed there were about 
180 active members in September 1942. About 75 to 100 attended meetings 
and there were less than 60 men who were members. He advised that JAMES 
CAHILL, a Seattle Tacoma Shipbuilding Corporation hull foreman, was head 
of the men's group called the "Minute Men", The women were organized 
and directed by JESSIE BULLIS who was leader of all the Seattle activities. 
They were called the "Daughters of Light", The young people were knowm 
as the "Youth Group! or the "Ascended Masters Youth" group and when he 
left the organization the various: groups met en todo about four times a 
week, He said Mrs, BULLIS lives at the Cornelius Apartments with her 
Son, CHARLES, who works for the I AM movement. 


At the present time they have a music temple which is in operation 
24 hours a day. At this temple they play records of I AM music. The ~ 
organization is self supporting in Seattle and in fact sends moncy to 
Los Angeles for the national organization. He stated the following persons 
are other mombors who are active at the present time:

kr, CLEVELIND could not recall the exact degree which was given by 
Mrs. BALLARD against the draft but he stated that it was not similar to 
the one published in the I AM decrees but was made up by Nrs., BALLARD 
at the time.. 


Mrs, ALVA P..SMITH, 7407 35th Avenue N.U., telephone, Vermont 3389 
advised that it was two years since she had attended meetings regularly 
but she has been very friendly with Mrs. CATHERINE R. FLAGLER, 2049 36th 


N.E. and her husband, JOH C. FLAGLER, who operates the Twin Fir Studios, 
a photographic shop at 12530 Bothell way, telephone, Sheridan 4820. She 
stated they are 100% members of the activity. 


Mrs. SHITH stated she started attending the meetings of the group 
in 1938 when they were holding meetings in the theatre at Montlake. At 
that time irs, FOWLER was the leader at Seattle. 


In January 1941, Mr. DAVID SAYRE took over the leadership of the group 
and about the end of that year, Mrs. BULLIS came in to take over the leader- 
ship after being appointed by Mrs. 'BALLARD. Regarding the policies of 
the group, she stated you have to attend seven weeks of fundamental classes 
before you can attend 4 study group or a major meeting. She advised that 
fundamental group membership cards had been issued to her and she furn- 
ished them to the writer so that they might be photographed. Photographs. 
of her fundamental membership cards were made and it is noted that one of 
thesé cards has on the one side, "I AM Study group, fundamental No. 161! ; 
and on the other side it has q. list of dates beginning August 4, 1941 and 
ending September 15, 1941 showing attendance at seven meetings. Another 
card which was green in color had printed on one side, "I AM reading room, 
New Orpheum Theatre Building, Seattle, Washington" and on the back was 
written, Mrs. ALVA P, SMITH, 7047 35th-‘N.E. Seattle, Washington and the 
number 161, The third card was headed No. 161 and it had Mrs. SMITH's 
Signature written on it. In printing on the front of the card was the 
following: "Admit the undersigned to Scattle I AM sanctuary Study Group". 
The back of this card stated, "The holder ‘of this card’ has attended seven 
fundamental classes, January to July 194] and was signed "Sanctuary group", 
Mrs. SMITH also possessed identification card No. 12819 which was issued 
by the national organization through Mrs, FOWLER on August 6, 1940. The 
card stated that it was not transferable.and must not be loaned and bore 
the following statement in printing: "This card is issued to the person 
whose signature appcars below to grant him or her admission to the private 
classes conducted by Mr. and Mrs. G. W. BALLARD and son, DONALD, in 
consideration of certain guarantees of good faith offerred by the signer

About September of 1941 Mrs. SNITR stated that the I AMs had avail- 
able at the reading room copies of a speech against "Unions Now". Mrs. 
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BALLARD sent for 1,000 copies of this speech to someplace in Washington, 
D.C, and they were distributed at the headquarters of the I AM in Seattle. 


About this time Mrs, FLAGLER went to Los Angeles to a class of I MMs | 
and wrote that there.was. a-mavement on foot to sell this country to England 
and that St. Germain had told Mrs, BALLARD that the activity of the decrees 
was against this movement, . Mrs, SMITH stated. that Hrs. FLAGLER told her 
at one time that Mrs., BALLARD had told the young péople who belonged to the 
I AM to go to Denver, Colorado’ toxaVoid: the draft. Later however, Mrs. 
FLAGLER said that Mrs, ‘BALLARD iad riot ade this statement, 

In 1940 PAUL STICKELL, an accredited messenger of the I AM came to 
Seattle with a form letter ‘to be written to various ‘senators and Congressmen 


. in order to influence them in favor of the I .AM organization. A copy of 


the form letter referred to by Mrs, SMITH was later obtained from Mrs. 
FOWLER and is being forwarded as an enclosure with this report to the EL 
Paso Field Division, The letter states that the I AM activity is an 
educational and patriotic activity and that thousands of people are 
interested. It advises that it is against Communism, Fascism, Nazism 

the Fifth Colum and all subversive activities and is designed to sustain 
our form of government in its original form.. . 


Mrs, SMITH stated "that it might be desirable to contact Miss MARGARET 
BALL who is cmployed at Lowman and. Hanford who was formerly a, member of 
the T AM cult, She furnislied copies. of the decrecs of the I AM group 
which are being furnished as an enclosure with this report td El Paso. 

She also furnished the booklét. entitled, "I AM Fundamental Group Instruc- 
tions" which is. being furnislied as an enclosure with this report to the 
El Paso Field Division, 


Mr. T. V. DEMPSEY, employed John Davis: and Company, 807 2nd Avenue 
advised that the building at 209% Seneca Street: is rented by his agency 
and that the space therein on, the mezzanine floor has been rented for two 
years by lirs, JESSIE BULLIS. She pays $115 a month in cash and a new 
lease was signed on May 15, 1943 for one year. A Mrs. FLORENCE HEATON 
signed the lease of April 15, 1942. as a witness. There was no record of 
this individual in the 1942 city directory. © 


Mrs. THELMA HOUSE, telephone operator, Cornelius Apartments, 306 
Blanchard, advised that Mrs. JESSIS BULLIS resided in apartment 803. She 
is usually alone in the apartment but her son visits her at times. She-

BULLIS was listed as a member of the Silver Shirts or as a person interested 
in the Silver Shirts in the files of, WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY recovered at 
Ashville, North Carolina and in the files of ROBERT CARLYLE SUMMERVILLE. 


The files also reflect that CHARLES NEWBERRY BULLIS . is presently a 
Selective’ Sérvice delinguent with. his Local Board No. 245, 2301 46th 
Street, Long Island City; New York for failure to advise’ of change of 
address and appear before the advisory board on’ april’ 13 » 1943. CHARLES 


‘BULLIS is reportedly taking his obligations under the Selective Service 


fet very lightly and was doing work for the I AM group traveling azo und 
the country in connection with their activities. ‘He was reported to 
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object to service in the Army because of his religious beliefs, BULLIS 

was arrested at Seattle by Special Agent FRED CONNERS and, stated that he 
was Willing to serve in the Army and that the I AM cult did not teach 
objection to the Selective Service Act from conscientious or other motives. 
He advised the cult was opposed to the war but not to the draft and that 
members were willing to serve even in combatant capacity. Mrs. BULLIS 

was interviewed in attempting to locate her son and she furnished sub- 
stantially similar information concerning the cult and its beliefs. 


A review of the files reflects that JAMES WARD KEMP who was formerly ’ 
a member at Seattle of the I AM cult was reported as delinquent under 
the Selective Service Act on December 14, 1942 for failure to keep the 
Local Draft Board 6, Seattle advised of his change of address and to fill 
out and complete his questionnaires. KEMP was apprehended at Santa Fe, 
New Mexico on March 11, 1943 and cleared his delinquency. Various 
informants in this case indicated that KEMP might be avoiding service 
because of his interest in the work ‘of the T AM group but there was no 
definite information that this group influenced KEMP to avoid the Selective 
Service Act. 


LOUIS .BURBICK, UR. a member of the I AN group: at Seattle has also 
been reported as a Selective Service delinquent and cleared his delinquency 
as a result of his arrest at Ouray, Colorado. He was delinquent with 
King County Board 3 at Kent, Washington for failure to report for induction. 
He was arrested at Ouray, Colorado on June 3, 1943 by the Sheriff at that 
Place, ‘ 


It is noted that in the files of the Seattle Field Division a Mrs. 
LALLA C. CHESLEY, 1931 9th-Avenue West, Seattle, Washington reported 
that CHARLES ‘BULLIS was dodging the draft, September 19, 1942, by falsely 
claiming to support his mother and that he is commonly known as ‘the, 
"yed headed angel" of the I AM cult.

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent 
LAXONT L. THOMPSON: 


The East Bay Headquarters for this movenent is located 
at 3255 Grand Avenue, Oakland, Telephone No. HIghgate 1008. Mr. and 
Mrs. VIRGIL L. BROWN, 353 Grand Avenue, Yakland , Califormia, are the 
organizers for the movensnt. 


‘On September 11, 1943, BROIN was interviewed under pretext 


at the "Sanctuary" at 3244 Grand Avenue. © BRON appeared to be a high 
pressure salesman of questionable mental stability. He stated that he is 
a Pullman conduter and is in Oakland only two or three days’ a week,

The "Sanctuary" is a fantastic place. Certain colors have 
-deep spiritual and religious significance’ for the "Cult" and, there- 
fore, the interior decoration scheme is almost unbelievable. For 
example, the floors are egeshell blue, all upholstery is gold in color, 
The pictures on the wall are predominantly purple or orchid. There 
is some highly significant reason for each fixture in the building., 
The chapel in the sanctuary impressed Agent THOMPSON as having been 
planned ‘for purposes of hypnotism. To the right of the rostrum is.a 
large piece of framed purple glass, and when the electricity is turned 
on rays of light play on this prop and the effect is that of a purple 
flame about a yard high and 18 inches wide. To the left of the rostrum 
is a frame the same size on which is painted the diagramized symbolism 
of the "I Am", This also has a wavering light shimmering on it. 
hith the use of such props it seems that mass hypnotism might easily 
be induced, particularly in view of the selling methods used by the 
two BROVNs. 


AT SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA, 


The San Francisco Headquarters of the "I Am" Movement 
is located at 1337 Sutter Street, Telephone TUxcdo 0668, The leader 
of the movenent is Urs, LORETTA SELF. Urs, SZLF was interviewed 
under pretext by the writer and went into great details, giving the . 
background and beliefs of the "Cult." She stated that they symbolized 
the world as‘a human body with India as the head and America as the 
heart of this body, Hence, in order to keep the world healthy and 
functioning, it is necessary that merica be kept healthy, both 
physically and spiritually. She added thatthe "Cult" was free of 
any political ties, and that they were strongly opposed to Facism, 
Socialism and Communism. She explained that her concept of Communism 
was division of property and wealth by the State, and the control of 
same being held by the Governuent. Mrs, SELF stated that the movement 
believes that an individual is entitled to "whatever fruits might 
result from the exhaustion of their physical energies." 


In answer to a query by the writer, relative to the "Cult's!! 
stand on the war and Selective Service, Mrs, SHLF replied that the "I Am" 
“Gulé's” stand was a "win the war organization" and that Mrs. BALLARD, 
one of the founders of the "Cult" had a son presently serving in the 
United States Arny. She said that the movenent was in favor of a. 
victorious America in the present conflict, because only by this means 
could the world strvive, 


onfidential Informant] vas contacted in an effort to 
ascertain t e\ atid ss of Urs, LORSTTA SELF. He stated that the 
telephone in the headquarters of the "I Am" Cult was listed to Urs,

, The San Francisco files contains a communication 
regarding the-Gult's "I An" activities of an Australian by the name 
of COLIN, 230 California Street. 4 check of the Union Steamship 
Company of New Zealand, Ltd., 230 California Street, San Francisco, 
produced no infomation. Mr, CASEY of this address stated that most 
Australian and New Zealand seamen use 230 California Street as their 
United States address. In this, COLIN does not seem to be greatly 


interested in the movenent. 


A review of the files in the San Francisco Field 
Division reflects that since.the writing of the referenced report, only 
one non-specific and anonymous complaint has been received in this 
office in regard to subject organization, This complaint alleges that 
a Urs, BLONDER, 295 Sddy Street, San Francisco, is active in "I Am". 


Inasmuch as there is no evidence of either subversive 
activities or teaching of the "I Am" cult, in this field division, 
this case is being referred upon completion to the office of origin, 
subject to being reopened should information reach this office which
